I. Claims 1-5, drawn to a method of forming a thermally conductive 
composite, classified in class 264, subclass 105. 

II. Claims 6-15, drawn to a heat spreader, classified in class 165, 
subclass 185. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different 
product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different process, such as 
one which does not involve a curable material, or one which does not employ a 
mold (impregnated fibers could be simply woven and fused together to form a 
composite). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: The embodiment of Figs. 3-4, the 
embodiment of Fig. 5, the embodiment of Fig. 6, and the embodiment of Fig. 7.
